Hill development 
raises questions 
on parking stall 


ALBANY — In a “‘Letter 
to The Editor,” in this issue 
of the Times, Stephen Rad- 
key questioned the propri- 
ety of the Albany Depart- 
ment of Public Works. 

Radkey said the Depat- 
ment is not abiding by the 
law as set down by Measure 
D in that Williams and Bur- 
rows have asked for a var- 
jiance from the strict read- 
ing of the Measure. 

Upon being questioned, 
Robert Guletz, Director of 
Pubic Works for Albany, 
said the issue has not been 
settled. Radkey claimed the 
Albany Planning and Zon- 
ing Commission was favor- 
ing some developers to the 
detriment of others and.that 
the Williams and Burrows 
poole was receiving pre- 

erential treatment from 
the Department. 

The controversary arose 
after the meeting on Tues- 
day, March 27. At that time, 
the projected construction 
of a 10-unit development at 
the end of Jackson Street 
came to the attention of the 
Commission. The proposed 
construction, in the so- 
called ‘‘oak forest’’ at the 
end of the street, was pre- 


sented with three alterna- 


tives. Being head of the 
building department, it was 
Gultez’ job to explain to the 
members of the Commis- 
sion what would be the al- 
ternatives for parking. Wil- 
liams and Burrows have 
submitted three plans that 
call for 16, 18 or 20 off-street 
parking spaces for the 10 
units. If the 20 space plan is 
adopted, it would give the 
development the ultimate 
in Measure D parking, 2 to 


1, 
According to Guletz, the 
lans call for burrowing 


struction of either two or 
four additional parking 
stalls. This seems to be one 
of the things that has re- 
sulted in Radkey’s letter. 
There is one other state- 
ment that Radkey made to 
the effect of the construc- 
tion to a zero set-back. 
Upon Leena Guletz 
pointed out the property 
backs on to the proposed 
edge of the park on Albany 
Hill and will not be next to 
any part of any other de- 
veloument.

archaeologist, Spyridion 
Marinatos. The paper 
claimed that extensive 
quakes and an awesome 
tidal wave caused by a huge 
volcanic eruption on the Is- 
land of Thera (Santorini) on 
or about 1500 B.C., ac- 
counted for the destruction 
of the Minoan Civilization in 
Crete — in reality, the 
mythical Atlantis. The cap- 
ital of this civilization was 
Knossos. For years the 
above assertion had many 
skeptics.‘Later, excava- 
tions at Thera by Marinatos 
and at the Palace of Knos- 
sos in Crete by Sir Arthur 
Evans confirmed the 
theory. Present day find- 
ings substantiate the de- 
scription of Plato’s ‘‘lost’’ 
continent of Atlantis in the 
Aegean Sea. 

Reckas has been doing 
yearly research studies at 
these two archaeological 
sites since his retirement as 
an Albany businessman in

» Worms are common 
everywhere in the world. 
They live in and around the 
best of families. That 
Worms are frequent para- 
sites of dogs and cats, there 
can be no doubt. And diffe- 


rent worms inhibit different 
organs such as skin, lungs, 
heart, liver, and so on. 
Many species of worms in- 
habit the digestive tract of 
pets. In the Bay Area, 
roundworms and 


tapeworms (flatworms) 
are far-and-away the most 
common intestinal Blah 
sites of our pets. These 
worms can cause a variety 
of problems ineludin 
diarrhea, coat changes, an 
failure to thrive. 

Most dog owners are 
ite surprised when I tell 
them that their puppy 
probably became infested

roundworm larvae (imma- 
ture roundworms) which 
are quietly resting and 
causing no trouble in the 
wall of the mother dog’s 
womb. These little larvae 
migrate into the fetal pups 
precisely on the 42nd day of 
pregnancy! The larvae then 
mature in the young pup 
and start laying eggs when 
the  popey is about three 
weeks of age. From that 
time on the affected pup- 
py’s feces contain eggs and 
can transmit roundworms 
to other dogs and even back 
to itself. 

There is a similar round- 
worm cycle in the cat — 
with one important differ- 
ence. Instead of larvae 
going from mother cat to 

itten in the womb, the 
transfer takes place in the 
milk. Yes, cat roundworm 
larvae can live in the 
mother cat’s breast tissue 
until nursing stimulates the 
larvae to board the 
Milkstream Special into the 
suckling kitten. 

Roundworms are not only 
contagious for other pets 
but also for humans, espe- 
cially children. The migrat- 
ing larvae in children can 
cause serious and tragic 
disease especially of the 
eye and brain. I recom- 
mend that all puppies and 
kittens be dewormed two or 
three times starting at 
three weeks of age — before 
the roundworms ‘are ma-

ture enough to lay eggs and 
contaminate the environ- 
ment with more round- 
worms. But since most 
people don’t acquire their 
puppy or kitten until it is 
10 weeks old, the deworm- 
ing process usually doesn’t 
begin until that time. The 
best solution would be a 
drug that would kill the re- 
sisting larvae in the mother 
dog or cat. Unfortunately, 
there is no drug available 
which will do that. 
Roundworms lay 
microscopic-sized eggs 
which are passed in the af- 
fected animal’s feces. 
Diagnosis depends upon 
examining a sample o 
fresh feces under the mic- 
roscope. Rarely, a puppy or 
kitten will vomit or pass in 
his stool an entire adult 
roundworm, It is approxi- 
mately 2’’-8” long, white 
and may look like a piece of 
spaghetti. And while adult 
roundworms mainly infest 
only puppies and kittens, 


mature dogs and cats may gr 


occasionally harbor the 
parasite in their intestine. 
There are'a number of 
drugs used to rid puppies 
and kittens of roundworms. 
The most commonly used 
one is called piperazine. It 
is the chief ingredient in a 
number of deworming 
medications. Some brands 
are available directly to 
you in retail stores. Just 
check the ingredient label, 
and look for the word 
“piperazine’’. Use it two or 
three times — two weeks 
apart. You need not use it 
once monthly forever-and- 
ever, as one popular brand 
recommends on the label. 
As dogs and cats mature, 
they gradually develo 
some immunity to round- 
worms making routine de- 


worming of adult dogs and : 


cats unnecessary. 

The other common inter- 
nal parasite of dogs and 
cats in this area is the 
tapeworm. This intestinal 
parasite is more common in 
adult pets than in puppies 
and kittens; the most com- 
mon variety is transmitted 
by fleas. 

Microscopic examination 
of the stool rarely uncovers 
tapeworm eggs. I must de- 
pend on the pet owner for a 
diagnosis of tapeworms. 
The tapeworm in the intes- 
tine breaks off its rear 
segments every once-in-a- 
while, and they appear in 
the feces of an infected pet. 
The segments are white, 
flat, and approximately 
¥,1 inch long and resem- 
ble ‘‘moving cucumber 
seeds’; when they dry up, 
they look like uncooked rice 
grains. If you see these 
moving objects in a fresh

Your pet can get 
the common tapeworm only 
by swallowing a particular 
flea which happens to have 
a tapeworm egg inside. So 
the key to preventing 
tapeworm infestation is flea 
control. But if your pet al- 
ready has a tapeworm, then 
you will want to do some- 
thing about it. Unfortu- 
nately, none of the store- 
bought tapeworm 
medicines is both safe and 
effective. You must see 
your veterinarian for 
tapeworm treatment. And, 
then, prevention of re- 
infestation depends upon 
strict flea control.
